PAINTING A BATH. 


—-Fb£——— 


AINTING a bath is often a most sticky 
and unsatisfactory operation, having 
very unpleasant results for the first 

person who sits in the bath after it has been 
painted, or, indeed, fof many weeks after- 
wards. 
If you know how to go about the job, and 
the correct enamel to use, it really need not 
be unpleasant at all, and the result can be 
quite artistic. 
So many bath painters fail in their mission 
because they use any old white paint that 
comes handy, instead of real bath enamel. 
This may be obtained from any good paint 
store, in white and a few dainty tints, such 
as duck-egg-blue and flesh-pink. 
AT the old cracked and crinkled paint 
should first be thoroughly scraped off with 
a painter’s knife, and then the bath should 
be sandpapered until the surface is perfectly 
smooth. 
Next apply avery thin layer of bath enamel, 
barely covering the surface evenly; on no 
account should the enamel be thick enough 
to run, as it all collects in the bottom of the 
bath in tgly wrinkles and collects dirt, so 
that the bath never looks fresh and clean. 
When this first coat of enamel is perfectly 
dry apply a second coat, ms and thinly, 
and when this is dry apply a third and final 
coat, being very careful to brush it on 
smoothly. 
While this operation is in progress the taps 
should be turned off firmly, and a cloth tied 
over them if they are inclined to drip, as 
nothing ruins the appearance of a freshly 
painted bath so much as drip marks on the 
wet paint. 

This all sounds very laborious, and it will 

take a considerable time to do properly, but 

you will find that the result is worth it. 

What could be more charming than a duck- 

egg blue bath in a blue and white bathroom? 

And isn’t it a good idea to be able to change 

the colour when you get tired of it?

COCOANUT BISCUITS. 


Take half pound desiccated cocoanut, 
one pound sugar, one teacup flour, and 
the whites of two eggs. Mix very well, .

| KNOW two women who are wonderful 
| housewives, but one has kept her “ young 

wife” good looks, and the other has not. 
And it is such a pity. She says she has no 
time to ‘‘ mess about with creams and powder 
and the like.” Which is a silly way of say- 
ing that she cannot be bothered with the 
extra task of keeping her attractiveness. It 
does mean trouble, I grant you. But if Alison 
manages, why cannot Dora ? Both are in the 
same circumstances. 

Alison’s eyes are beautiful and clear. She 
sluices them for five minutes every morning 
with the coldest water she can get; she keeps 
handy a little boracic and water to refresh 
them after the day; she’s faddy about the 
artificial light by which she does needlework 
or reading, and when she is thinking out a 
problem she always shuts her. eyes, and so 
relieves the nervous tension. 

Her hands are well cared for; a mop ‘is 
used for washing up in hot soda and water; 
rubber gloves, too, she finds useful, as well as 
loose chamois leather, with a little powder 
dusted into them. A-lemon stands handily on 
her sink to remove stains with the help of 
salt; so does glycerine and powdered starch 
to soften the skin after washing. 

Her hair, naturally, becomes over-heated In 
the kitchen and when doing hard work, so 
twice daily it is taken down and redone near 
an open window. And at night she uses a 
damped towel, well rubbed into the roots, so 
as to remove any traces of dust and heat, 
which are so fatal to the hair. 

he cooks by gas, so before the task is begun 
she drinks a glass of cold water, and after it 
is done she bathes her face in tepid and then 
in cold water, but does not powder it or do 
anything but dab it gently dry with a towel. 
| Hence gas does not injure her complexion. 

When all her housework is finished she 
rests for a short while, even if it can be but 
ten minntes, and then dresses leisurely. And 
I know of no one who keeps a daintier home 
and who looks less worried in the doing of it. 
It requires patience and energy to combine 
housework with the proper care of one’s looks, 
but the result repays it thrice over.

GENEVA, May 18. 
The League of Nations Committee of Con- 
trol, which was set up at the instance of the 
second assembly in September, 1921, in order 
to study draft budgets and all information 
concerning the organisation and working of 
the Secretariat and International Labour 
Office before these are submitted to the 
Council, has just goncluded its work in 
Geneva. The Committee of Control at present 
consists of the following members :—Lord 
Meston of Agra (India), M. Stefan Osusky 
(Czecho-Slovakia), M. Nederbragt (Holland), 
M. Louis Waddington (Chile), M. Parra-Perez 
(Venezuela). ; 
M. Ousuky, Czecho-Slovak Minister in 
Paris, acted as Chairman, and before leaving 
Geneva he stated that the Committee had 
been guided by certain leading ideas: “ First 
of all, in view of the financial exigencies of 
nearly all the States members of the League 
at. this difficult moment, it was decided to 
make as great reductions as possible in com- 
parison with the Budget of 1922. 
“On the other hand, the Committee was 
anxious not to interfere by these reductions 
with the work now being done through the 
League. It, therefore, attempted to make a 
distinction, as is being done by most Govern- 
ments in their national Budgets, between 
absolutely indispensable Chon sg and ex- 
penditure which, although necessary, can be 
postponed in view of the difficult financial 
position. Finally, the Committee has kept 
in mind the significance of the work of the 
League as a whole, and approached the special 
Budgets of the various League organisations 
from this point of view.” 
The Committee of Control was able to dis- 
cuss the work with all the heads of different. 
branches of the Secretariat and International 
Labour Office, and to analyse closely with 
them every chapter of their Budgets, down 
to the smallest detail, article by article. In

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THE GREAT POWER OF WATER. 


Up to now the power drawn from Niagara 
has been quite a secondary consideration to 
preserving the beauty and majesty of the 
Falls. 

Now, Mr. F. A. J. Fitzgerald, an American 
engineer for several of the largest plants at 
the Falls, maintains that more power conld 
not only safely be used, but that this would 
actually tend to preserve the Falls. 

“The Falls are wearing themselves away,’ 
says Mr, Fitzgerald, “and the fear of the 
people that the great scenic beauty of this 
‘wonder would be marred by allowing more 
BEI for electric power is not founded on 
act. i 

‘‘It would be perfectly safe to take 60 per 
cent. more of the water for power than is now 
being allowed. That is, 2,000,000 more horse- 
power could be acquired with no injury to the 
Falls. Five per cent. of the water now goes 
over the American Fall, while 95 per cent. 
rushes over the Horseshoe Falls.”’ 

An experiment was once tried by which all 
the plants now harnessing water for power 
released what they had been using, and it was 
found that the depth of water going over the 
Falls was increased but one-tenth of a foot, he 
stated. 

At present the rocky wall over which the 
waters plunge is being worn away at the rate 
of six feet every year. 

The remedy, as proposed by several eminent 
engineers, 1s to have a submerged dam built at 
some distance above the Falls, and in this wav 
regulate the supply of water. i

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EAR MARKS FOR IRISH CATTLE.

Following the order regulating the landing 
and movement of Irish cattle in Great

POLICE MOVEMENT TO STOP 
SALZ OF WEAPONS. 


General Owen O'Duffy, Chief of the Civic 
Guard of the Irish Free State, arrived at 
Liverpool yesterday from New York, where 
he has been atteriding the International Police 
Conference. He indicated that, as one re- 
sult of the conference, rapid advance may be 
expected in the suppression of the general 
sale and distribution of firearms. 

The widespread possession of revolvers by 
private citizens was one of the most serious 
problems with which the p'ice of all 
countries had to deal, he said. With regard 
to Ireland, the supply of these weapons came 
from America and England, as there was no 
manufacture of revolvers carried on in the 
country. If the resolution passed by the 
conference, with reference to the suppression 
of the sale of revolvers, is adopted by the 
American Congress, all, civilised nations will

Visitors to Ireland: 


Dull weather did not damp the holiday 
spirit in Dublin yesterday, Many thousands 
of cifizens betook themselves to the seaside 
and the country, and those who remained 
seemed to have shaken off the memory of 
recent troubles. They had the air of 
people who feel that better times lie in 
front of them. The same cheerful temper 
appears to pervade our British neighbours, 
who are beginning once more, on a large 
scale, to gratify their taste for travel and 
amusement. On Saturday Jast four 
thousand Whitsuntide trippers arrived at 
Boulogne and Calais, and Sunday saw the 
first one-day excursion from London to 
Paris which has been organised since 1914. 
There is every prospect that, if the coming 
summer is fine—and surely, after a wet 
April and a chilly May, we may hope for 
so much—there will be a real revival of 
tourist traffic throughout Northern and 
Western Europe. It is very desirable and, 
as we aré convinced, by no means impos- 
sible, that the Free State shall have its 
share of this traffic. A few weeks ago Mr. 
Kevin O'Higgins said that Southern Ireland 
would be “fit for ladies to travel in”’ 
before the end of June. His prediction is 
now in a very fair way of fulfilment. Order 
has been established in nearly every part 
of the country. Roads have been repaired 
and railway services are running regularly. 
Two days ago Sligo welcomed with joyous 
acclamation the first train that had 
adventured thither from Claremorris since 
last July. If all goes well during the next 
few weeks, English and foreign tourists 
will be able to come among us without the 
slightest danger and with no greater in- 
convenience than may be caused in some 
districts by a temporary shortage of hotels.

very important reason. The Free State s 
economic progress in the near future will 
depend largely on its standing in the 
world’s money markets. It must inspire 
confidence in the value of its securities and 
in the wealth of its agricultural and indus- 
trial resources. It must take measures to 
remove the widespread impression—the 
result of its long isolation—that civil war 
has reduced it to a state of permanent im- 
poverishment.

No Republican will 
deny’ them the welcome; the Free State 
Government ought to be able to guarantee 
the safety; if our railway companies and 
hotels know anything ahout their business, 
they will. take pains to supply the com- 
fort. A substantial and successful tourist 
traffic in the present year will be an adver- 
tisement of the highest value for the new 
Ireland.

Is the Free State Government encouraging 
the railway companies to exert themselves ? 
If nothing at all is done, a big opportunity 
wil] have been lost through a sad lack of 
energy and imagination.

The other 
nine are nurslings either of Eton or 
Harrow. As regards university education, 
we find that two of the Cabinet Ministers, 
Lord Derby and Viscount Novar, made the 
Grenadier Guards their university. Of the 
other fourteen only two, Mr. Bonar Law 
and Mr. Neville Chamberlain, were not at 
Oxford or Cambridge. Four of the re- 
mainder are Cambridge men and eight are 
Oxford men: These facts are not surpris- 
ing when we consider that it is a Con- 
servative Cabinet which we are analysing. 
Nevertheless, they compel us to ask why 
the masses—if we may use that term for

At no period in the world’s history 
was time, as registered on the face of 
the clock, more important than now as 
a means of regulating the actions and 
intercourse of the human hive. Life is 
not shorter than it used to be;- but it 
probably seems shorter, if for no other 
reason than that we are so frequently re- 
tuinded that, another slice of it has been 
measured, ticked off and disposed of vy the 
clock and is. no longer ours to squander. 
Six men will be engaged for six weeks in 
cleaning Big Ben, the Jargest clock. in 
Great Britain, whose deep boom has 
brought time home to more men and 
women, in all probability, than any other 
clock in the world. Yet Big Ben as a 
clock js, more or less, a fraud. He is 
checked daily by Greenwich, where the 
world’s real time-keeper, some small, but 
arisioeratic, instrument in. daily com- 
mnunion with the heavenly bodies, lives in a 
glass case or immersed in oil, sheltered 
from all terrestrial motion. It is rather 
overwhelming to realise that time, which 
is the most important thing in the wérld 
to all of us and the only thing that matters 
to most of us, is kept with ridiculous ease. 
An inventor recently produced, at the cost 
of a few shillings, an electrically driven 
clock capable of keeping accurate time to 
the ten-thousandth part of a second per 
day. The tragedy is that this accurate 
time-keeping refers only to the time that 
has gone. To measure or keep count of 
the time before him is beyond the wit of 
man. He continues perforce to use it as if 
there were no end to it.

RUMANIA’S HONOURED 
DEAD. 


BURIAL OF AN UNKNOWN 
SOLDIER. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that messages from 
Buckharest report that the burial of the 
Rumanian Unknown Soldier took place there 
on May 17th, in front of the Military Museum 
in the Park Carol, in the presence. of the 
King and Queen and the Royal Family.

Indian Commerce. 


Indian trade is slowly recovering from the 
serious set-back it had suffered during the 
Owing to the impoverished condition o! 
the European market, India’s export trade had 
dwindled, while the imports had increased. 
It was a very serious state of things in the 
case of India, quite against the usual tendency. 
Recent figures show that Indian trade 1s ap- 
proaching normal conditions. In_ 1920-21 the 
adverse balance of trade was Rs. 57 crores; in 
1921-22 the adverse balance dwindled to 52 
crores. But the financial year that has just 
closed (1922-23) has shown a net favourable 
balance of trade to the extent of over 29 crores 
of rupees. Since April, 1922, there has been, 
month by month, with the exception of June 
and October, a surplus of exports over im- 

rts. Moreover, during the period, there has 
seen 28 per cent. increase in exports of mer- 
chandise and 14 per cent, decrease in imports. 
The tonnage of vessels entered with cargoes 
during the same period from British ports 
and foreign countries was 5 per cent. less than 
in the ten months of last year, while the 
tonnage cleared was 18 per cent, Fe Of 
£45,000.000 of gold exported from Great 


war. 


Britain in 1922, India was the second largest’ 


importer with nearly £14,000,000, 
Prices and Wages. 


There is also ground for encouragement in 
the statistics of internal prices. The whole- 
sale index number of prices for Bombay, as 
ascertained by investigation by the Labour 
Office, shows for January, 1923, a fall of ál 
per cent. in cereals, 7 per cent. in raw cotton, 
and 15 per cent. in cotton manufactures as 
compared with January, 1922. The cost of 
living index is 6 per cent. below the level at 
this time last year, though it is still 55 per 
cent. above the pre-war level. 

As regards wages, a detailed inquiry carried 
out by the Labour Office in the wages of labour 
in the cotton industry shows that the money 
wages of men operatives in Bombay have in- 
creased 90 per cent., as compared with an in- 
crease of 67 per cent, in the cost of living, the 
real wages, therefore, being 14 per cent. higher. 
The comparison was between the earnings in 
the month of May, 1921, and the earnings in 
the month of May of the pre-war period—+.-., 
1914. As.regards industrial unrest during the 
vear 1922, there were in all 145 disputes, in- 
volving 182,000 workmen, the total number of 
working days lost being 755,747. About half

The Cotton Industry. 


The Indian cotton mill industry, as was ex- 
pected, could not, however, continue in the 
extraordinarily prosperous conditions in which 
it worked in the year following the armistice. 
The profits in 1920 had reached a record figure, 
while those for 1921 were also a sign of con- 
tinued prosperity. In 1922, however, it has 
been estimated that the profits are about 40 
per cent, less than those of the previous year 
and 70 per cent, leas than those of 1920. Of 
course, 1922 opened with a good promise, but 
it was soon found that the demand for manu- 
factured goods was ialling—so mych so that 
during the later months of the year sales 
could not be effected except at covering prices, 
and stocks accumulated enormously. The next 
few months are, thereíore, very trying. Unless 
conditions improve it may be necessary either 
to close some mills or to bring about a re- 
ee in wages. In fact, the Ahmedabad 
mill-owners have already taken the latter step, 
and have intimated to the labourers their de- 
cision to curtail the wages by 20 per cent., and 
Bombay mill-owners may follow suit. It may 
bring about some disturbance in labour circles 
and conditions, but there is no wavy out of it, 
gay the mill-owners. In spite of this, it is 
confidently hoped in all industrial cireles that, 
owing to steady Improvement in business con- 
ditions, the cotton industry will have steady 
trading in the near future, 


The Cotton Oatlook. 


A veritable disease that has been affecting 
the cotton trade is large and unscrupulous 
speculation that finds favour with some adie 
dealers. Bombay has just emerged from the 
depressing conditions brought about by a big 
““corner,” and there is still even to-day 
another attempt at the “corner ” of a certain 
grade of cotton, considerably disturbing the 
cotton trade conditions The Bombay Cotton 
Contracts Act, recently passed, is expected to 
improve matters to some extent,

The choice of a successor to Mr. Bonar Law 
has revealed sharply the fact that the 
Unionist Party, like the Liberal and Labour 
Parties, is Givided against itself. 

There was some expectation that to-day 
would witness an interview between the King 
and the statesman whom he summoned to 
form a Government, but up to the time of 
writing no summons has been announced, and 
the name of the Prime Minister-elect is still 
in abeyance. 

This is due partly to the circumstances of 
Bank Holiday and the absence of the King 
from London, but there is no disguising the 
fact that it is due chiefly to differences of 
opinion within the Unionist Party as to the 
riva] merits of the Marquis Curzon and Mr. 
Sianley Baldwin. 

Before anyone is invited to form an 
Administration it must be tolerably clear that 
he can command a majority in the House of 
Commons, which is equivalent in the pre- 
sent circumstances to commanding the con- 
fidence of the Unionist 1ank and file in the 
House. Hence the delay, and whoever is in- 
vited by the Sovereign will postpone his

Lord Curzon is far and away the better 
known and more experienced statesman and 
administrator. He had a brilliant career 
behind him before ever Mr. Baldwin entered 
the House of Commons, although the latter is 
only eight years younger than Lord Curzon.

CAUSE OF MR BONAR LAW'S 

BREAKDOWN. 


Br A Speciat PARLIAMENTABY 
COBRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

Mr. Bonar Law's breakdown has come as 
no surprise to those who know of the great 
tax which his untiring activities have imposed 
upon his constitution since 1914. His in- 
timate friends unhesitatingly declare him to 
be a victim of war exertion. The breakdown 
he suffered two years ago was certainly due to 
this cause, though at that time it was dis- 
closed that he had overworked himself for 
years. 

In 1916 and 1917, when he was Mr. Llovd 
George’s chief Lieutenant in the second 
Coalition Government, he was, in addition, 
a member of the War Cabinet, which sat 
daily through some of the most critical phases 
of the struggle, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and Leader of the House of Commons. 

This great quadruple burden he bore un- 
ra oe i one Á never spared himself 
in his efforts to ever ibili 
a. ery responsibility 

He had a powerful reason for this unre- 
lenting devotion to work. He suffered the 
loss of two of his three sons, and, like manv 
another bereaved father, he sought relief 
from his private sorrows in a stern applica- 
tion to work for the triumph of the national 
canse. 

Mr. Bonar Law continued in office with Mr. 
Lloyd George during the strenuous. three 
years which followed the war. Repeatedly 
warned of the danger of a severe nervous 
breakdown, he finally decided to take a 
much-needed rest. Then, as on the present 
occasion, there was a consultation of doctors, 
and he received an imperative order to ease 
up. 

In his letter to Mr. Lloyd George on 
March 17, 1921, Mr. Bonar Law himself de- 
scribed the reason why he was “no longer 
able to continue my political work.” 8 
said—* The strain of the last few vears has 
pressed very heavily on me, and as, indeed, 
you know, have for more than three vears 
found it very difficult to do my work. Now 
I am quite worn out, and my medical advisers 
have warned me that my physical condition 
is such that unless I have an immediate and 
long rest, an early and complete breakdown 
is inevitable. In these circumstances I have 
no choice.” 

In the interval of eighteen months between 
his retirement and his return to political life 
at the historic Carlton Club meeting, Mr. 
Bonar Law enjoyed a rest from the strain 
and worry of political life. 

But when he took office—to save the 
Unionist Party from disintegration—there 
were many people who doubted his physical 
capacity to shoulder the burden ee any 
length of time. Seven months’ test have 
proved that their fears were well grounded, 
and he has had to give up.

Mr. Asquith writes to The Times as fol- 
lows :—As an old student of the history of the 
French Revolution, I am not ignorant of the 
familiar facts which Mr. F. C. Montague has 
been at the trouble to rehearse in your issue of 
Friday, the 18th. 

If I said, as T am reported to have gard, 
that we suspended relations with the Revolu- 
tionary Government for several] years, the last 
word was a lansus linguac, regrettable, ho 
doubt, but of no real relevance to the argu- 
ment which I was presenting to the House of 
Commons. 

The duration of the suspension has nothing 
whatever to do with the point. The important 
thing is that it covered the critical time when 
it was calculated to do the most mischief. 
Pitt was sincerely anxious for the maipten- 
ance of peace between England and France. 
Indeed, in view of the nefarions conspiracy 
which was being engineered by Russia and 
Prussia, with the connivance of Austria, for 
@ renewed partition of Poland, he was, it 
would seem. not indisposed to consider an 
Anglo-French Alliance, the overthrow of 
the Monarchy, the assembling of the 
Convention, and the establishment of 
the Republic. All matters of domestic 
policy’ in France, with which we had 
Do direct concern, made it in the highest 
degree expedient that we should not lose the 
advantage of keeping in diplomatic touch, 
through an authorised representative in Paris, 
with the new order of things. 

I have always been of opinion—it is a 
matter upon which opinions may well differ—

FORGOTTEN NOVEL ACHIEVES 
FAME.

“* The greatest literary scandal for years,” 
or “‘the cleverest advertising stunt of the 
twentieth century,’’ according to the point of 
view, is the Flaubert prize of 40,000 francs, 
just instituted by “ an unknown benefactor 
of literature.” 

It was awarded three days ago to Francois 
Robichon de la Gueriniere, for his novel, 
“The Spanish Grandee,”’ which was pub- 
lished three years ago, and forgotten by 
everybody, 

Paris newspapers, aiter research, revealed 
Francois Robichon de la Gueriniere as a rich 
manufacturer, who took to literature in his 
old age for lack of other diversion. 

The newspapers have likewise discovered— 
through Henry Bordeaux, novelist, who is a 
member of the prize jury, that M. Kobichon 
gave the money for the prize. The uproar 
among literary men here is terrific. 

Evervbody connected with the vrize-giving 
is rushing into print denying the scandal, 
but unfortunately the stories do not agree. 
Some of the jurymen say that they knew 
M. Robichon was the donor, and, therefore, 
voted against “The Spanish Grandee.” . 

Others sav that M. Robicbon did not give 
the prize, and named Dr. Durand, a rich 
specialist, as the doner, But when a 
journalist. approached Dr. Durand he denied 
the story. 

The prize jury was composed of some of 
the greatest names in the present day literary 
world. 

However. compensations -have rolled up in 
the wav of sales, the book, which sold just 
over a hundred copies during the three years, 
has sold more than a thousand since the 
prize-civing, while orders of more than 20,000 
are flooding booksellers from all parts of 
France and Belgium.

The’ startling suddenness of Mr. Bonar 
Law a resignetion has made the choice of his 
successor a matter of peculiar difficulty and 
delicacy. It is a fact—sufiiciently . explained 
by the operation, happily a slight one, which 
he underwent yesterday morning—that the 
retiring Prime Minjster. has been unable to 
offer to the King that advice on the subject 
which is usually, though not mvariably, given 
on such an occasion. <A heavy burden, there- 
fore, falls on the Sovereign, who is not, of 
course, in any case bound to act on the advice 
which may be offered, but is commonly 
furnished with more definite guidance as to 
the inclinations of the departing Prime 
Minister 's colleagues than can yet be available 
to him to-day. that His Majesty happens to 
be at Aldershot in pursuance of his annual 
turn of duty with the Army is, in these day” 
of rapid communication, a matter of the 
smallest consequence. It may even bave been 
an advantage that he should have been able 
to study the situation during yesterday from 
a position of slight detachment. Certainly 
there has been no desire on the part of the 
public to hurry his choice~all the more since 
in the nature of the case whichever choice 
he makes is likely w prove final in the sense 
that a Government with a popular majority 
will result. 

lt is necessary, perhaps, to say at once— 
though it should not be necessary to say it~ 
that His Majesty's choice is in practice 
limited to two men—namely, the leaders who 
have lately been acting in the Lords and in 
the Commons, respectively. Only the most 
fantastic imagination can conceive of his 
scanning the list of Cabinet Ministers, and 
picking this or that Departmental chief on 
the ground that he suggests a solid stability 
or has influence in some particular quarter 
of the country. It is no infringement then of 
the Royal prerogative, which should be 
jealously preserved as an essential part of 
our democracy, to say that the choice is 
limited in fact to Lord Curzon, who has been 
acting as Prime Minister in Mr. Bonar Law's 
absence, and to Mr. Stanley Baldwin, who has 
represented him in the Commons. In sending 
either for Lord Curzon or for Mr. Baldwin 
the King would be acting strictly in accord- 
ance both with constitutional precedents and 
with the facts of the situation. 

Lord Curzon’s claim is based on a life- 
time spent in administration, unquestioned 
abilitv, the possession of an established repu- 
tation in the world, Mr. Baldwin’s on an 
unusually rapid growth in popular esteem at 
home, a notable success in (settling the 
American debt, a closer touch with domestic 
problems, the prospect of a longer and more 
vigorous future. Ili it is desirable in these 
davs of European chaos to attach great im- 
portance to diplomatic weight 4nd experience, 
it is equally necessary that there should be 
no suspicion of aloofness from the problems 
of the people at home. In the one case, the 
King would be taking Mr. Bonar Law's 
known deputy in the Vabinet, of which he is 
by far the most distinguished and masterful 
member. In the other, he would be definitely 
pronouncing an opinion—for which, as he has 
reason to know, there is much support both 
within and without the Government—that 
the days have gone by when the position of 
Prime Minister could be held to the public 
advantage in the House of Lords. 

There is, moreover, one new factor in the 
Parliamentary situation which His Majesty 
is bound to have in mind, The modern ciaim 
that the head of the Government should sit 
in the House of Commons is often based on 
grounds that are more imaginary than prac- 
tical. There ie very much to be said in 
general for the view — which Mr. Lloyd 
George undoubtedly carried too far—that the 
Prime Minister should be relieved of daily 
attendance in the Popular Chamber. But the 
Labour Party is now the official Opposition to 
the Government, and the Labour Party to 
all intents and purposes has no spokesman 
the House of Lords. That fact does make a 
definite distinction between the present situa 
tion and that which existed, for instance, 
twenty years ago, when {Lord Salisbury could 
address. and be answered, by the representa- 
tives of the only alternative (Government. 
The objection is not insurmountable, but it 
is bound to be taken into serious account.

MR. BALDWIN’S CHANCES. 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent, 
writing in reference to the resignation of Mr. 
Bonar Law and the choice of his successor. 
states :—It is understood that as a result of 
the inquiries which he set on foot yesterday 
His Majesty will be in a position to-day to 
extend an invitation to the person whom he 
desires to nominate as the successor to Mr. 
Bonar Law to form a Ministry. Many names 
have been canvassed in this connection, but 
there seems to be little doubt that His 
Majesty's. choice will rest between Lord 
Curzon and Mr. Baldwin, and both of them 
certainly have strong claims for consideration. 
The arguments in favour of and against both 
candidates were being eagerly canvassed in 
the political clubs yesterday, and the general 
opinion seemed to be slightly in Mr. Bald- 
win’s favour. Lord Curzon’s great services 
to the State in many capacities were generally 
recognised, as was the fact that Mr. Baldwin 
is by comparison almost a political novice, but 
it was pointed out that the present circum- 
stances were wholly exceptional, and of a kind 
for which precedents do not exist. 

The vounger Unionists are convinced that 
the future of their Party lies in a wise and 
attractive appeal to the middie classes and to 
the moderate working man, who, growing 
weary of the extreme Labour movement, 1s 
anxiously searching round for some comfort 
from one of the older parties. According to 
\ir. Bowerman, the trade union movement has 
to record a loss of membership which he} 
helieves will amount to more than a million, 
and the Unionist organisers believe that, with 
a sane constructive programme, they can ap- 
peal to a large section of these electors. _ Those 
who champion a ‘House of Commons man 
ag Prime Minister contend that it would be 
extremely unwise at the present moment to 
look elsewhere for Mr. Bonar Law’s successer. 
Their great ambition 1s to see a fighting pro- 
cramme, with a fighting Prime Minister, in 
the House of Commons to lead them on. ~ 

It mav be taken for granted that neither 
Lord Curzon nor Mr. Baldwin would ex- 
perience any difficulty in forpung a Cabinet if 
asked to do so by His Majesty. It is believed 
that each would be willimg to serve under the 
banner of the other, and most of the members 
of Mr. Bonar Law’s Ministry would loyally 
support the new Prime Minister, whoever he 
may prove to be. It has been suggested that 
the present might be a convemient moment for 
the return of the ex-Ministers who cast in 
their lot with Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain at the Carlton Club meet- 
ing; but such a step is hardly likely, Mr. 
Chamberlain is out of England, and his early 
return is not anticipated. Sir Robert Horne 
has no wish at present to leave the City and 
return to the Treasury Bench, while a section 
of the Unionist Party would strongly oppose 
the extension of any invitation to Lord 
The party, m fact, has found 
that it can get on very well without their 
help, and there are plenty of young men who 
are: being trained into very good Parlia- 
mentarians.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 
Despite Turkish opinion that France is 
satisfied with the latest Tarkish explanation, 
denying mobilisation on the Syria frontier, 
both the French and Turks are renewing 
accusations. 

The French officially charge the Tarks with 
concentrating 20,000 soldiers in this territory, 
whilst Angora complains that the French are 
making important military preparations on 
tne other side of the frontier. 

3esides discovering a division of cavalry 
and chasseurs d’Afrique, the Turks_ assert 
that the French are debarking large 
quantities of munitions and tanks at Alexan- 
cretta. 

In addition, the French are accused of 
organising Armenians at Antioch. The 
French here officially declare that the pre-' 
parations are merely precautions against 
Turkey. “We are able to bring two more 
divisions from tha Ruhr and Algiers.”’ 

Newspapers at Teheran report that the 
British are sending 13,800 soldiers to Zerdav 
to prevent a Persian invasion of Baluchistan. 
Tne Persians have already sent contingents 
to the Dyuouft border. 

The ‘teheran Press is accusing Great 
Briiain of not working for the defence of 
the independence of Baluchistan, but to foree 
Persia to turn over the oil wells. 


NO INDEMNITY.

HAMBURG, Monday. 

The new International, which brings into 
one united body virtually all the European 
Socialist and Labour parties which repudiate 
Communism, was inaugurated to-day at an 
impressive conference in Hamburg. Over 600 
delegates from all parta of the Continent 
assembled in the great hall of the trade union 
headquarters building, and, as the workers’ 
holiday coincided with the opening of the 
conference, the public galleries were packed. 

Hamburg has a Communist party estimated 
at 10,000 strong, and the heated feeling 
engendered by the consolidation of the non- 
Communist forces led to suggestions of 
counter demonstrations, Consequently, a 
strong force of “order police ” was recruited 
from the city workers, and these lined the 
approaches to the hall and controlled the 
access, but there was nó attempt at inter- 
ference.

A STRENUOUS LIFE. 
—sis 
CAUSE OF MR BONAR LAW’S 
BREAKDOWN, 
Br A Spectat PARLIAMENTABY 
COBRESPONDEDT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

Mr. Bonar Law’s breakdown has come as 
no surprise to those who know of the great 
tax which his untiring activities have imposed 
upon his constitution since 1914. His in- 
timate friends unhesitatingly declare him to 
be a victim of war exertion. The breakdown 
he suffered two years ago was certainly due to 
this cause, though at that time jit was dis- 
closed that he had overworked himself for 
years. 

In 1916 and 1917, when he was Mr. Llovd 
George’s chief Lieutenant in the second 
Coalition Government, he was, in addition, 
a member of the Wer Cabinet, which sat 
daily through some of the most critical phases 
of the struggle, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and Leader of the House of Commons. 

This great quadruple burden he bore un- 
ostentatiously, and he never spared himself 
in his efforts to fulfil every responsibility 
involved. 

He had a powerful reason for this anre- 
lenting devotion to work. He suffered the 
loss of two of his three sons, and, like manv 
another bereaved father, he sought relief 
from his private sorrows in a stern applica- 
tion to work for the triumph of the national 
cause, . 

Mr. Bonar Law continued in office with Mr. 
Lloyd George during the strenuous. three 
years which followed the war. Repeatedly 
warned of the danger of a severe nervous 
breakdown, he finally decided to take a 
much-needed rest. Then, as on the present 
occasion, there was 8 consultation of doctors, 
and he received an imperative order to ease 


up. 

In his letter to Mr. Lloyd George on 
March 17, 1921, Mr. Bonar Law himself de- 
scribed the reason why he was “no longer 
able to continue my political work.” e 
said—'' The strain of the last few vears has 


| pressed very heavily on me, and as, indeed, 


you know, Í have Íor more than three years 
found it very difficult to do my work. Now 
I am quite worn out, and my medical advisers 
have warned me that my physical condition 
is such that unless I have an immediate and 
long rest, an early and complete breakdown 
is inevitable. In these circumstances I have 
no choice.” 

In the interval of eighteen months between 
his retirement and his return to political life 
at the historic Carlton Club meeting, Mr. 
Bonar Law enjoyed a rest from the strain 
and worry of political life. 

But when he took office—to save the 
Unionist Party from disintegration—there 
were many people who doubted his physical 
capacity to shoulder the burden for any 
length of time. Seven months’ test have 
proved that their fears were well grounded, 
and he has had to give up. '

It was awarded three days ago to Francois 
Robichon de la Gueriniere, for his novel, 
“The Spanish Grandee,’’? which was pub- 
lished three years ago, and forgotten by 
everybody, 

Paris newspapers, after research, revealed 
Francois Robichon de la Gueriniere as a rich 
manufacturer, who took to literature in his 
old age for lack of other diversion. 

The newspapers have likewise discovered— 
through Henry Bordeaux, novelist, who is a 
member’ of the prize jury, that M. Kobichon 
gave the money for the prize. The uproar 
among literary men here is terrific. 

Evervbody connected with the vrize-giving 
is rushing into print denying the scandal, 
but unfortunately the stories do not agree. 
Some of the jurymen say that they knew 
M. Robichon was the donor, and, therefore, 
voted against ‘The Spanish Grandee.” 

Others sav that M. Robicbon did not give 
the prize, and named Dr, Durand, a rich 
specialist, as the donor, But when a 
journalist approached Dr. Durand he denied 
the story.

The startling suddenness of Mr. Bonar 
Law's resignation has made the choice of his 
successor a matter of peculiar difficulty and 
delicacy.’ It is a fact—sufficiently explained 
by the operation, happily a slight one, which 
he underwent yesterday morning—that the 
retiring Prime Minister. has been unable to 
ofier to the King that advice on the subject 
which is usually, though not invariably, given 
on such an occasion. <A heavy burden, there- 
fore, falls on the Sovereign, who is not, of 
course, in any case bound to act on the advice 
which may be offered, but is commonly 
furnished with more definite guidance as to 
the inclinations of the departing Prime 
Minister 's colleagues than can yet be available 
to him to-day. that His Majesty happens to 
be at Aldershot in pursuance of his annual 
turn of duty with the Army is, in these days 
of rapid communication, a matter of the 
smallest consequence. It may even bave been 
an advantage that he should have been able 
to study the situation during yesterday from 
a position of slight detachment. Certainly 
there has been no desire on the part of the 
public to hurry his choice—~all the more since 
in the nature of the case whichever choice 
he makes is likely w prove-final in the sense 
that a Government with a popular majority 
will result. 

_lt is necessary, perhaps, to say at once— 
though it should not be necessary to say it— 
that His Majesty's choice is in practice 
limited to two men—namely, the leaders who 
have lately been acting in the Lords and in 
the Commons, respectively. — OnJv the most 
fantastic imagination can conceive of his 
scamming the list of Cabinet Ministers, and 
picking this or that Departmental chief on 
the ground that he suggests a solid stability 
or has influence in some particular quarter 
of the country. It is no infringement then of 
the Royal prerogative, which should be 
jealously preserved as an essential part of 
our democracy, to say that the choice is 
limited in fact to Lord Curzon, who has been 
acting as Prime Minister in Mr, Bonar Law’: 
absence, and to Mr. Stanley Baldwin, who has 
represented him in the Commons. In sending 
either for Lord Curzon or for Mr. Baldwin 
the King would be acting strictly in accord 
ance both with constitutional precedents and 
with the facts of the situation. 

Lord Curzon’s claim is based on a life- 
time spent in administration, unquestioned 
abilitv, the possession of an established repu- 
tation in the world, Mr. Baldwin's on an 
unusually rapid growth in popular esteem at 
home, a notable success in settling the 
American debt, a closer touch with domestic 
problems, the prospect of a longer and more 
vigorous future. Ji it is desirable in these 
days of European chaos to attach great im- 
portance to diplomatic weight 4nd experience, 
it is equally necessary that there should be 
no suspicion of aloofness from the problems 
of the people at. home, In the one case, the 
King would be taking Mr. Bonar Law's 
known deputy in the Vabinet, of which he is 
by far the most distinguished and masterful 
member. In the other, he would be definitely 
pronouncing an opinion—for which, as he has 
reason to know, there is much support both 
within and without the Government—that 
the days have gone by when the position of 
Prime. Minister could be held to the public 
advantage in the House of Lords. 

There is, moreover, one new factor in the 
Parliamentary situation which His Majesty 
is bound to have in mind, The modern claim 
that the head of the Government should sit 
in the House of Commons is often based on 
grounds that are more imaginary than prac- 
tical. There i¢ very much to be said in 
general for the view — which Mr. Lloyd 
George undoubtedly carried too far—that the 
Prime Minister should be relieved of daily 
attendance in the Popular Chamber. But the 
Labour Party is now the official Opposition to 
the Government, and the Labour Party to 
all intents and purposes has no spokesman in 
the House of Lords. That fact does make a 
definite distinction between the present situa 
tion and that which existed, for instance, 
twenty years ago, when “Lord Salisbury could 
address. and be answered, by the representa- 
tives of the only alternative (rovernment. 
The objection is not insurmountable, but it 
is bound to be taken into serious account.

The much decried form of the Two Thousand 
Guineas was made to appear better at Hurst 
Park this afternoon, when Mrs. Sofer Whit- 
burn’s D’ Orsay won the Minor Three-Year- 
Old Stakes in the easiest fashion, with that 
useful filly Brownhylda only able to run into 
third place, Carbonaro, who was receiving 
i7ib. from the winner, dividing the pair. ' 

A colt who had only run twice previously, 
and on both occasions in very undistingnished 
fashion, was made favourite. This was 
Scapino, whom Alec Taylor trains at Manton 
for the French owner, M. Calmann, in whose 
colours the grey horse Book used to run here. 
Scapino went to the front at the start, and re- 
mained there until they entered the straight, 
after which he was well heaten, and finished 
unplaced. D’Orsay, in the meantime, had 
come from the last place to take the lead, and 
went on to win very easily, indeed. 

SET OFF’S WINNING CANTER. 

They made Port Royal favonrite for the 
Holiday Handicap, but he ran wretchedly, and 
could only fill a moderate third place to the 
8 to 1 chance, Set Off, who made every yard 
of the running, and beat Tomahawk in a 
canter. In the Lion Gate Handicap, for which 
Perfectus, who had been sent to compete, did 
not run, Great Joy, a cast-off from the King’s 
stable, also made all the running, and lasted 
just long enough to gain the verdict by a 
short head over Galway Prince, who came 
from the last place. The jockey, Morris, 
rode a very patient and clever race on this 
colt, who will not stand being bustled in a 
fhnwh. 

Orderly, one of the few sons of Orby now 
running here, also made al] the running in the 
Whitsuntide Handicap. He is the pruperty 
of Mr. Falcon, the owner of Port Royal, and 
he won easily from Precious and several 
hetter favourites, Orderly was receiving 30)b. 
from Precious, so the performance did not 
amount to a great deal. The favourite, Mouse 
Trap, performed poorly. 

Another winner to make all the running was 
Milewater in the Ferry Selling Plate, although 
Pillory was pressing him closely at the finish. 
Frank Hartigan let Milewater go after the 
race to Mr. H. C. Miller for 400 gns.

As well as Milewater, Glasgerion sired 
another winner today in Sargon, whom Mr.

He is 
now trained by Ernest Piggot, the steeple- 
chase jockey, who rode Poethlyn when he 
won the Grand National; and he came out 
to win the Whitsuntide Handicap ,at Wol: 
verhampton in good style from Corban, the 
full brother to the brilliant Tetratema. 
Although the verdict in favour of. Sargon 
was only given as a neck, my correspondent 
at Wolverhampton says he won it quite easily. 

Harry Beasley rode the first winner at the 
Midland meeting. This was Red Ronald, 
who took the Stafford Selling Handicap. He 
is owned by Mrs. Bendir, who later won the 
Holiday Handicap with the penalised Camp- 
hell Kid. This son of Bridge of Earn won 
nearly as easily as at Gatwick last week, 
but the favourite. Humpty Dumpty, who was 
second, lost. several lengths by whipping round 
ai the start. I thought Orland was a rea- 
econably good thing for the Shifnal Two-Year- 
Old Plate. but he was heaten by Mrs. Whit- 
burn’s Mink, who made all the running. 
Mink is the daughter of the Tipperary 
stallion, Marten. and beat Thistle Glasa at 
Newmarket, when both were making their 
first appearance on the turf.
